One of the most valuable 
er foods to eat with meat 
kraut and it is good practice to 
down the broken heads 
as much good cabbage as required in 
this way. To make sauer kraut, slice 
the cabbage into a barrel cask or deep 
jar, according to the quantily wanted, 
putting the cabbage in layers 
and salting to taste, say a teaspoontul 
of salt to a small head of cabbage. 
Ech layer is then well bruised — and 
compacted with a wooden tamper un- 
til the receptacle is full. A cover and 
weight is placed on top and the juice 
should cover the whole within 24 
hours, Set in a warm place and allow 
to ferment for about two weeks, Then 
keep in a_cool place and use a layer 
at a time leaving the liquid to cover 
and preserve the kraut. 

6 Then there is squaw 
sweet corn, peas and beans all very 
good in their turn and place, The 
beans should include, string beans, 
broad beans and yarious field beans 
such as the Alberta brown and var- 
ious white beans. Beans are most de: 
licious when used in the shell bean 
stage that is when fully grown to 
their maximum size, but not dried out 
or fully matured, This year, owing to 
heavy frost, we pulled most of our 
bean plants up and have piled them 
under cover so that they can grad: 
ualy ripen and dry out. They will 
have to be turned frequently to avoid 
moulding,
